/?// Fkancisco Tons, a Flemish Weaver of the Seventeenth Century 
A dignified tapestry, in proportions and conception, woven for a 
princely patron when the Low Countries were under Spanish dom- 
ination. On the right the brown trunk of a noble oak tree rises 
the height of the picture, displaying clusters of the lower-growing 
green leaves with numerous acorns before mounting out of view, 
and a clinging green ivy winds about its base. This tree is balanced 
on the left by an apple tree in bearing, with flowers and shrubbery 
springing up at its foot. Between these trees is a fair, sunny land- 
scape of rolling ground, rivulets, and slender trees with shimmering 
foliage, and above is imposed in large against the sky a coat- 
of-arms. It is almost certainly that of one of the Guzmans — a 
princely house of Spain to which belong the great Counts of Lara 
and Dukes of Medina-Sidonia — probably that of Diego de Guzman, 
who was almoner of Philip III and Philip IV of Spain, and was 
nominated by Pope Urban VIII successively Patriarch of the 
Indies and an Archbishop, made a cardinal in 1629 and Arch- 
bishop of Seville in 1(580. He died in IG.'il. The arms accord 
with those of the Guzman-Batres, Lords of Batres, a branch of 
the Guzmans, except that the batons-flory, the bordure of escallops 
and the ecclesiastical insignia form no part of the Batres arms 
proper; they probably belong to one of the sees of which this par- 
ticular member of the family was prelate. 

The colors employed in the tapestry are soft browns, delicate 
greens and yellows, strong, deep blues and light turquoise or sky- 
blue, gold and greenish-gold, and the composition is surrounded 
by a broad and elaborate border in light colors of Renais- 
sance design. This embraces as principal motive a loop-scroll 
about acanthus leaves, interrupted by cartouches, medallions and 
masks.

On the Series of Three Gobelins Tapestries 
LES FETES DE VILLAGE 

These tapestries were woven under Michael Audran in haute lisse within 
the precincts of the Gobelins during the second quarter of the eighteenth 
century, after the designs of Etienne Jeaurat. 

One of the three represents Cupid enthroned upon a bank of clouds' 
in front of the beautiful ruins of an antique Grecian structure, near 
which is a bed of poppies. He is attended by two winged cherubs. His 
quiver of arrows lies upon the cloud, and, holding his bow in his left 
hand, he extends his golden-tij)ped arrow of love toward the youth and 
maiden who stand in front of him, and fix their gaze upon him with 
dee]) interest. The youth appears too venturesome and would touch the 
little god, but is restrained by the woman in the rear, who lays her hand 
upon his arm as if to hold him back. The maiden, on the contrary, 
seems loath to come too near and is gently pushed forward by the second 
woman in the rear. The third woman, with back toward the spectator 
and face turned so that we see her profile, is evidently the leading spirit 
of the occasion. The reclining shepherd in the foreground rests his head 
upon his folded arms in deep sleep and his dog slumbers quietly beneath 
his master's crook. The shepherd has evidently plucked the poppy 
which lies near him, inhaled its fragrance and probably eaten some of 
its petals. It is uncertain for what purpose the poppies and the 
slumbering shepherd were introduced, as it can hardly be conceived that 
the artist intended to convey the idea that somnolence went hand in 
hand witli love !

' Another of the three represents a festival to the god Pan, or Bac- 
chus. The statue of the god stands beneath the branches of a tree, 
with its right hand resting upon the head of a goat which has raised 
itself on its hind legs. The hide of a bull is hung over the branches of 
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the tree. One maiden is in the act of decorating the statue with a branch 
of grapevine and fruit, and others are preparing to drape it with flowers. 
It is a beautiful group. The maiden on the left has picked up the 
corners of her apron so that it may hold the flowers which are brought 
to her by the youth on her right. She is evidently a coquette, judging 
by the manner in which she receives his ardent glances. To the right 
an old man, in picturesque garments which recall the well-known costume 
of Garibaldi, gazes in surprise at the figure of the god, and another 
farther in the rear, with entirely different ideas, gazes rapturously upon 
him. The woman in the foreground, kneeling with her back toward the 
spectator, holds a festoon of flowers in her extended arms, and has turned 
her head so that we see her profile, as she gazes toward the couple on her 
left, evidently surprised or interested in what they are saying. In the 
left center plan a little urchin sits upon the ground in an abandoned 
attitude. He has evidently been forgotten.

The third of the three, hanging over the grand escalier, represents 
a culmination of festivities in a luxurious out-door repast. The hos- 
pitable board is laid upon a green irregular bank among magnificent 
architectural ruins, and a white marble group of the Graces, in a niche, 
seems to preside over the chief lady of the occasion, who sits just below. 
The feast is well progressed, and at the moment the lady is the object 
of amorous advances of a gallant from whom she has accepted a bouquet. 
Her vis-a-vis, a white-bearded man, has turned his eyes in the opposite 
direction, toward the observer, and gazes complacently upon the ground, 
as does another elder on the right, who has risen from his seat after 
giving his still unemptied pitcher of wine to a barefooted villager, 
who, kneeling, is pouring the comforting beverage into his own jars, 
brought for the dole. The table is supplied with fruits, servitors are 
coming and going; on the right in the background are seen rows of 
plate; and to the left is a stone bridge of several arches leading over 
a broad river to a mountainous country, while in the left foreground 
one of several goats is nibbling at some green vegetables in the hands of a 
kneeling lady who courts him. The rendering of the subtle tones in the 
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stone columns, and the atmosphere over the landscape, and the nice 
balance of rich and quiet color in the sunlit costumes of the revelers, 
yield a captivating ensemble.

The age of Louis XIV, Le Brun and Colbert was a memorable one, 
particularly in the decorative and industrial arts. The magnificent 
monarch, supported by the gifted Court Artist and his pleiad of able 
assistants, and by the remarkable financial talents of the Controller, 
commanded without regard to cost almost unlimited quantities of as 
magnificent objects of art of all descriptions as had ever been created. 

There were times, however, when, notwithstanding he had the re- 
sources of a rich nation behind him, the tremendous expense of his gov- 
ernment in many ways, with which we are all acquainted', so completely 
absorbed the revenues of the crown that he, as well as his successor, 
permitted the chefs d' atelier of the Gobelins to accept orders from indi- 
viduals and sign the tapestries delivered them. In consequence there are 
really two kinds of authentic Gobelins in existence, both woven within 
the precincts of that establishment. The first were commanded by the 
King for the decoration of the crown palaces, were inspected officially 
during the progress of the weaving, and when finished Were accepted by 
a Minister of the Crown; the second were commanded by important 
personages, were woven under the same superintendents, by the same 
master-weavers with precisely similar raw materials, after cartoons by 
the same artists, and bear the same signatures as the first. There is 
therefore comparatively no difference in the quality, character or artistic 
importance of these two kinds, although the fact that the first bears 
either the monogram of the King or the Crown and arms of France, and 
the second does not, counts for something in favor of the first at least 
historically. There is also a third description, woven surreptitiously 
by the weavers outside the Gobelins, of raw materials taken from it 
without leave and often after cartoons belonging to it. In consequence 
they are not authentic, but only masquerade as such, since they do not 
possess the commercial value nor artistic importance of the genuine, were 
not inspected by the Crown artist from day to day, nor woven under 
the personal and constant supervision of the chefs d'atelier and the 
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Director-General of the establishment. They arc all, of course, without 
.signature, but this fact unfortunately proves nothing, inasmuch as many 
veritable Gobelins are likewise unsigned. 

There were three generations of Audrans who held high positions 
in that illustrious establishment. The first was Claude, who was famous 
as an engraver and designer; the second was Michael, who was celebrated 
as the author of the most important tapestries woven during the eigh- 
teenth century; and the third was Audran fits, who followed in the foot- 
steps of his father in the technical but not in the subject character 
of his works. 

Michael was a worthy successor to the three generations of the 
Jans family who preceded him as chefs d'atelier at the Gobelins. He 
.studied the art of tapestry weaving in the best equipped school the world 
has ever seen and was made acquainted with all its mysteries and tradi- 
tions by as skilful and as talented weavers as lived in any age. No 
wonder, then, that his tapestries have always held high rank among 
lovers of textile paintings. 

Although the cultured world sings paeans over the seductive gro- 
tesques of Berain, the charming romances of Oudry, and the exquisite 
pastorals of Boucher, and although the light backgrounds and delicious 
tones of the latter especially fit them for the decoration of drawing- 
rooms, and give them the highest value commercially speaking, yet the 
connoisseur recognizes and rapturously applauds the superior decorative 
merits of the glorious works of Audran. There is more of a storv in 
their compositions, they exhibit more of that community of thought and 
intelligence between cartoonist and weaver which is the fundamental 
principle in the creation of an ai*t tapestry. There is more force and 
character in their men and women, and their colors are richer and 
warmer. 

My friend, E. Gerspach, Esq., for many years Director-General of 
the Gobelins, has written me as follows concerning the three tapestries 
which are the subject of this monograph: 

"Tli is series belongs to a special category of tapestries which, al- 
though woven within the building of the Gobelins, are not official products 
of that establishment. The models for the 'Fetes de Village' were painted 
by Etienne Jeaurat, who was guardian of the paintings belonging to the 
King at Versailles, and Chancellor of the Royal Academy of Painting. 
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"Louis XV held him in high esteem, and he painted a portrait of 
that monarch which was translated into tapestry at the Gobelins in 
1764. It must he remembered that tapestries owe their importance not 
only to the place in which they were woven, but to the author of the 
model as well. 

"Under the old laws, from 1602 to 1792, which were put in force 
by Louis XIV, tapestries were woven at the Gobelins under chefs d'ate- 
lier who were at the same time contractors. It frequently occurred, 
about the beginning of the eighteenth century, that the King did not 
pay these contractors except in insufficient installments. In order there- 
fore that they might maintain themselves and their master-weavers, he 
authorized them to weave and sell tapestries on their own account and 
to sign them as they did those woven for him. 

"It was in this way that Audran manufactured, signed and sold a 
certain number of tapestries, among which were the series 'Les Fetes de 
Village.' Tapestries of this description are, in execution as well as in 
the excellence of the materials employed, the same as those woven at the 
Gobelins by order of the King. 

"Michael Audran was the most important chef d'atclicr in high 
warp at the Gobelins in the eighteenth century, and the tapestries woven 
there under him constitute the most important products of that estab- 
lishment during the said century.''

A STORY of Christians' fate at Moslem hands. To the left a church, 
burning, its heavy doors of refuge wrenched open and a bearded and 
turbaned warrior on guard with torch and sword. To right in the back- 
ground the smoke of a city aflame. In the foreground a woman of 
voluptuous figure — stripped in the combat of victors with her lord and 
protector, who is struck down holding a final grip upon her drapery — 
in the grasp of two captors, who are all but stepping upon the prostrate 
body of her victim child. At her feet lies a crucifix, its neck-chain rent 
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apart. The strong light is upon the nude female figure, her trailing 
white drapery, and upon the red and gold nether garments of her 
ravisher. The light elsewhere is held subdued, as are also the darker 
figures and the gray church edifice standing against a dark and tragic 
green-blue sky.
